Nashville, ‘Tenn., September 2%.— 
(Special.)\—Death claimed one of Nash- 
ville’s foremost citizens, well known 
throughout the south, early Monday 
morning when Hon. Nathaniel Baxter, 
Jr.,. confederate veteran, member of the 
state legislature, lawyer, farmer and 
capitalist, died following an illness of 
several days’ duration of acute pneu- 
monia. He had been ill for about ten 
days, having suffered a severe billous || 
attack while serving as a member of 
the senate. Later pneumonia devel- 
oped. Members of his family and 
close personal friends were in,attend- 
ance when Mr. Baxter died at his 
home, 117 Eighth avenue, ‘north. 

Was Gallagt Soldier. 

Senator Baxter fought gallantly in’ 
the cause of the confederacy, enlist- 
ing in October, 1861. He was assigned 
to Freeman's battery. Two years later 
he was transferred to the cavalry, 
Forrest's command, and was twice 
wounded. At the battie of Franklin 
he was captured and a few months 
later was exchanged, joinin John- 
ston’s army, surrendering with him at 
Hillsboro, N. C. After the war he re- 
turned to Nashville, where he read law. 
In 1871 he was appointed clerk and 
master of the chancery court of Da- 
vidson county, serving for six years. 
Following this he was appointed clerk 
of the supreme court, holding the po- 
sition for six years. 

He was then elected president of 
the First National bank, which place 
he held for eight years, resigning to 
become president of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron company. He resigned 
after a few years’ seryice and retired

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TARIFF REVISION 
UN LAST STAGE 


Report of Conferees Made to 


House—Only Cotton Fu- 
tures Tax Unsettled—Bill 
to Wilson This Week. 


Washington September 29.—The 
democratic tariff revision bill, first of 
the program of reforms mapped out 
when President-Wilson came into of- 
fice, advanced to its last congressional 
Stage today when it was brought 
back to the house from the joint con- 
ference committee with the unanimous 
indorsement of the democratic confer- 
ees. 

Leaders in both houses of congress 
were confident tonight that the bill, 
now practically complete. 
signed by President Wilson before the 
end of this week. It scarcely will 
leave the center of the stage’ before 
the currency bill will be forced to the 
front, and coincident with its consid- 
eration will begin the administration 
work on the anti-trust and rajtroad 
control programs which are to be 
brought forward when the December 
session 'dpens. 

President Wilson is satisfied that 
with the tariff bill out. of the way, 
congress will take up tHe currency 
question, prepared to dispose of it be- 
tore adjournment. The course to be 
followed in the senate has not been 
mapped out, but there is a growing 
bellef among supporters of the admin- 
istration bill that the senate will take 
up the currency question at an early 
date, even though its banking and 
currency committee has not settled the 
details of the bill. 

Conference Report to House. 

The tariff conference report went 
to the house today soon after that 
body convened at noon. During the 
morning the full conference commit- 
tee, convened by Chairman Simmons, 
had given the report its formal approy- 


Senators Simmons, Williams, John- 
son and Shively and Representatives 
Underwood, Kitchin, Dixon and Rainey, 
the democrats who have adjusted all 
differences betweén the senate and 
house excepting only the cotton fu- 
tures tax proposition, signed the final 
report, while the republican and pro- 
gressive members declined to sign. 

The house will take up the tariff 
bill at 11 o'clock tomorrow. and it is 
helieved it will be passed before ad- 
journment. It is expected to reach 
the senate Wednesday and to pass that 
body by Thursday. 

The cotton future tax is still in dis- 
pute, the house refusing to accept the 
so-called Clarke amendment adopted by 
the senate. Expressions from the white 
house and from congressional. leaders 
today, however, indicated that in the 
final conference over this feature the 
whole ye might be dropped from the 
tariff bill and taken up as a separate 
measure next winter. 


Simmons Gives Estimates.

“The extsting condition is ina 
large measure, if not wholly, due to 
the delay of the city council in appro- 
priating funds for school purposes. If, 
as had been asked, the council had ap- 
Propriated eufficient funds last spring, 
thera would have been absolutely no 
difficulty in handling the enormous in- 
crease. It was only ea few weeks: ago 
thet the council would consent to give 
ug enough money with whioh to pur- 
chase the new desks, which are s0 
badly needed, and I will say that had 
they taken action in June or July, we 
should have been enabled to comforta- 
bly seat any and all applicants at the 
beginning of the term. 

“We have in this school nearly 500 
children, and with the present facili- 
tles, It is all but Impossible to find 
seats for all of them. We have been 
compelled to bulld rough benches 
around the walls of some of the class- 
rooms to give them temporary accom- 
modation. and these will be replaced 
with new desks as soun as they ar- 
rive.

NATHANIEL BAXTER, JR. 

The death of Nathaniel Baxter, Jr., of 
Nashville, is told today in news columns of 
The Constitution. The event will bring a 
gense of keen persona] bereavement to the 
large number of Atlantans and southerners 
‘generally who knew and respected him. 
But for the student of southern post-bellum 
history and of the drama of southern reha- 
Dbilitation his death will have more than 
the significance of the passing of a man 
distinctly successful and widely esteemed. 
‘For Mr. Baxter was an architype of that 
rapidly disappearing type of southerner that 
‘redeemed the south from the desolation of 
feconstruction and laid foundations for the 
development of which the ruling generation 
de, th@inheritor. 

The world does not know, few are the 
southerners, even, who realize the debt 
under which the section rests to the citizen 
of the class of which Mr. Baxter was so 
virile a representative. The true ‘biogra- 
phies of what might be called the host of 
the restoration are yet to be written. And 
the biography of Mr. Baxter is vividly typ- 
ical. Like others, he returned home at the 
close of the civil war to find the business 
of his state prostrate and its institutions in 
There lay to his hand the material 
sufficient for the beginning of a 


chaos. 
hardly 


beginning. He did not rail or mope or sit 
in despairing apathy. He set about with 
characteristic energy to aid in restoring the 
civil establishment of the south. He fanned 
the few live embers left of the ruins of the 
industrial establishment until they grew 
into a vital blaze. He worked, and worked 
unceasingly, through good times and bad, 
always with hope and always inspiring hope, 
doing a giant's sharé in the giant's task of 
putting business on its fret. 

He had long known and recognized the 

potentialities in the iron district of Birm- 
‘ingham. He was one of the ploneers who 
went in there when experts were skeptical 
and with brains and capital set going the 
iron and steel industries that today make 
the “Birmingham district’ second only to 
Pittsburg. The undertaking was not an 
easy one. He had to combat indifference 
and incredulity. He had to enlist outside 
money. A man of less magnetism of per- 
sonality, less forcefulness in demonstrating 
his convictions, less tenacity and faith of 
purpose would have failed. He knew he 
was fighting a campaign harder than any 
of those of the civil war. He used man's 
sized weapons and he won a man's sized 
victory. 

He stood at the front of the bar in 
Tennessee, ranked high in political influ- 
ence in that state, went involuntarily to the 
vanguard of any movement he _ entered, 
Since his was the quality of inevitable 
leadership. But these professional activi- 
ties, brilliant as they were, did not compare 
with the service he performed in behalf of 
law and order, and, beyond all, in the re- 
kindling of industry and the broadening of 
its horizons to the fair dimensions of our 
day. : 

At the time he was engaged in this 
mission, it is doubtful if the south appreci- 
ated the importance of his task, as it fell 
short of appreciating the role the other 
giants of that day were playing. The peo- 
ple were too near to the even‘, too be- 
numbed by the greafMess of the catastrophe 
that-had befallen them, to achieve and re 
tain the proper perspective. Further away 
and with clear vision, the present genera- 
tion sees history in its proper proportions. 

_It can gauge the things done. It cannot 
measure the handicaps against which suc- 
cess was wrought out. It begins faintly now 
to see that but for the men of the Nathaniel 
Baxter type. the south of the sixties and 
severities and the.cighties would be almost 
“the south of the new century; the progress 


won and the hardships outlived would have 
been, the one impossible, the other still 
choking development. 

Of sterling honesty and rare personal 
charm, it is as the master-builder and the 
master-restorer that Nathaniel Baxter will 
appeal to the historian of his state and his 
section. We. who have fallen heirs to the 
estate of the men of his type can but dimly 
estimate the intimacy of our obligation. 


IN THE SOUTH OR NOWHERE. 

Thoughtful leaders of the southern ne- 
groes may profitably give heed to the 
counsel of Dr. Randolph Churchill, of Eng- 
land, when, speaking recently to an audi- 
ence of negroes at the Big Bethel audi- 
torium in Atlanta, he told them that the 
best place for the negro is the southern 
states. The principal values of Dr. Church- 
ill's advice rise in the facts that he speaks 
from a wholly unbiasted standpoint and that 
heshas had wide opportunity for studying 
the negro problem in different places and 
sensing sentiment toward the negro every- 
where. 

Several years ago he spent several 
months in the Congo, where he came in 
contact with the negro in his aboriginal 
state. He has also observed the negro in 
the artificial environment of England. Re- 
cently, he has been visiting the east and 
the middle west, probing the attitude of the 
white population of these sections toward 
the negro race. The sum “total of his 
studies is that nowhere in this country, or 
in civilization, for that matter, is there the 
possibility for as square a deal to the negro 
as in the southern states. 

The Constitution has uniformly taken 
the same view. At the same time, we have 
not hesitated to admonish the negro, as a 
race, that unless he made“<better progress 
toward fitting himself for the tasks that lle 
to his hand his opportunity and position in 
the economic scheme of the south would 
be jeopardized. Dr. Churchill says, with 
truth, that in fifty years the negro has 
wrought wonderfully in building a civiliza- 
tion of his own, with his own colleges, busi- 
ness enterprises, doctors, lawyers, preachers 
and teachers. That is so, but it touches 
only the surface of the problem. The negro, 
like the white man, needs education, busi- 
ness enterprises, doctors, lawyers, preach- 
ers and teachers. But segregate these classes 
of activity from the body politic, and you 
will find the overwhelming majority of the 
race with no provision made for it. 

That fact alone has been the basis of 

The Constitution's insistence that education 
and training must be directed not alone to- 
ward the one among the negroes, but to- 
ward the ninety and nine at the same time. 
The tremendous destiny that awaits the 
ninety and nine negroes in the country and 
in the -cities is now being only partially 
fulfilled, for the simple reason that the 
ninety and nine have not been equipped 
in viewpoint, mind, morals or handicraft to 
materialize that desiny. 
_ The more intelligent leader of the ne- 
groes is awaking to this fact, as to the fact 
emphasized by Dr. Churchill that the south 
offers the best opportunities for the race. 
But the bulk of the race must be made to 
see the truth, to realize that there is no 
short-cut to success, no avoiding of the 
toilsome processes of industrial evolution. 
If the negro cannot succeed in the south, 
with the sentiment of the dominant race 
sympathetically intelligent toward him, he 
can succeed nowhere else on the globe, 


NEGLECTING THE PAWN. 


To outlaw the annual “city cotton crop” 
and to standardize the cotton bale are the 
twin objects of several bills now being 
considered by the house committee on inter 
state commerce. One by Representative 
Adamson, of Georgia, has an excellent pros- 
pect of being enacted into law. : 

Few persons outside of farmers and cot- 
ton traders have any conception of. the 
amount of the staple yearly lost to the pro- 
ducer by means of the promiscuous and 
unmethodical process of “sampling” that 
has long been in vogue. Buyers dig samples 
out of bales right and left, and never trou- 
ble to return them. The San: from 
this source are estimated at 200,00) bales 
annually. A law that would compel uni- 
formity in sampling would check this un- 
desirable form of piracy. 

The disreputable baling of the American 
cotton crop has long been a source of com- 
plaint abroad and of loss at home. Only 
recently has there been any systematic ef- 
fort to enforce a standard and that orig- 
inated with the railways. If the government 
makes cotton inadmissible to interstate 
commerce unless it complies with uniform 
Tegulations as to size and density cf bale 
{t will save the producer two or thre: mil- 
ions annually, and ‘remove a distinct peril 
now menacing the supremacy of American 
cotton in Europe. 4 ; 

The wonder is that with faults of this 
nature 80 obvious, not to mention the glatk 
bills-of-lading system exposed several years 
ago by the Memphis scandal, no attempt 
has been made to put the marketing of the 
crop upon a basis of scientific efficiency. 
If any other nation possessed so tremen- 
dous a pawn in the game of international 
finance it would not be kicked about and. 
neglected as is American cotton.

Make cotton the 
surplus crop and the farmers will then real- 
ize more money on that crop than they now 
do as a main crop. Make the demand for 
cotton great by cutting off the supply, and 
prices will always go high.

which were printed in the London Times 
during the year 1887. On March 7, 1887, the 
frst of a series of articles entitled “Par- 
rellirm and Crime,” appeared In this paper. 
Which were meant to prove that the Parne!l 
movement was a revolutionary one stained 
by crime. and designed to overthrow British 
authority in Ireland. | 

On April 18 The Times published a fao-- 
simile letter, burporting to bear Parnell's 
signature, in which the Phoenix Park mur- 
durs were excused and condoned. The pub- 
Heatton of this first letter, in which Parnell 
was made to say: “You should know that 
to denounee the murders was the only 
cuurag open to us... . but I cannot refuse 
to admit that Burke got no more than his 
deserts,” threw the whole Liberal party 
‘into consternation. 

The Parnell letter in The Times was 
soon the talk of the entire country. Par- 
nell was shown the printed facsimile of the 
letter, and instead of flying into a rage, as 
was to be expected. placing his finger on the 
3. of the signature, he said quite calmly: 
“I aid not make an 8 like than since 1878." 

On the same evening Parnell dealt with 
the subject in the house of commons, in 
which he made a flat denial of having writ- 
ten the letter, and said: “I cannot under- 
stand how the managers of a responsible, 
and what used to be a respectable, journal, 
could have been so hoodwinked, so hoaxed, 
Bo bamboozled. The subject matter of this 
letter !s preposterous on the surface.” 

After, Parnell's declaration the subject 
of the facsimile letter was for a time per- 
mitted to drop, but the articles on ‘“Par- 
nellism and Crime” continued to be printed. 
Finally Mr. F. H. O’Donnell, an ex-member 
Of parliament, feeling himself aggrieved by 
certain statements in the articles, took pro- 
ceedings against the Times, and finally Par- 
nell took a hand tn the matter. He asked 
the house of commons to appoint a select 
committee to inquire whether the facsimile 
letter was a forgery. 

Several years prior to the publication of 
this letter there was in Ireland a Richard 
Pigott who was the proprietor of a news- 
paper called “The Irishman." Almost every 
one versed in {righ politics knew “Dick” 
Pigott or knew of him Although he pro- 
fessed patriotism, it was considered that 
for a valuable return he would swear away 
the life of every honest man tn the land.

“For the first year the citizen will 
make return to the local internal -reve- 
nue collector before March 1, 1914, as 
to his earnings from March 1, 1913, to} 
the end of this year. The collector will | 
notify him June 1 how much he owes 
and the tax must be paid by June 30. 
After next year the tax will apply on 
the fall calendar year.

“Such roads are equally essential 
to the establishment and operation ot 
decent lementary and _ secondary 
schools fer fhe benefit of the couniry 
boys .and girls.

Federat Afd to Road Bullding. 

“That the suggestion of federal aia 
to road building raises grave ques- 
tions and involves ,possible dangers 
no thoughtful citizén doubts. There 
arc proposals before the public mina 
which would bankrupt the federa. 
treasury and suggest possible cbuses 
beicre which those of the worst pork 
barrel -bills of the past would puie 
{nto insignificance. No proposal whien 
does nut carry with it the assurance 01 
safeguarding the treasury in this al- 
rection seems to me to stand tus 
ghost of ‘a chance of favorable con- 
sideration. 

“The first practical essentials in the 
planning of road legislation would 
seem to be to recognize the states as 
the smallest-unit with which the fed- 
eral government might deal. This 
would give relief from the insistent 
demand that would come from every 
township agd every district in the 
union for its share of state or federal 
assistance without reference to the 
practicability of the undertaking. 

“It would seem that the basic feature 
would be such co-operation between 
the states and federal government as 
would leave with the states the initia- 
tive in the selection of roads to receive 
ald and as much of the immediate con- 
struction and maintenance as would be 
practicable. 

Some Check on Demands. 

“It also is reasonably clear that there 
must be some autcmatic check on the 
demands to be made on congress and 
that this should be afforded through 
the requirement that the states and 
the localities should contribute an 
amount both for construction and 
maintenance at least equal to and pos- 
sibly double that contributed by the 
federal government.”

He urged, however, that the banks 
be given a flat profjt of 6 oad cent on 
their investment in the regional banks 
and that the government be given all 
profits above that figure. 

The right of the regional banks to 
enter the open market in competition 
with the member banks, was abso-

Mr. Untermyer disagreed flatly with 
a scheme advanced by Senators Reed, 
Hitchcock and Bristow under which 
the government would issue currency 
directly to the individual barks on 
their assets up to 75 per cent of their 
capital stock, with a provision for a 
50 per cent gold reserve. This plan, 
he said. would be inelastic and im- 
practicable. 

With the end of tariff legislation in 
sight, the senate committee has set- 
tled down to continue detailed hear- 
ings on the currency bill, which will 
cover several weeks.

It is not true that there {s an exo- 
dus of Georgia teachers from this 
state to Alabama in order to get bet- 
ter and prompter pay. 

Officials at the state treasury denied 
yesterday that Alabama treated her} 
‘teachers better than Georgia and fur- | 
nished figured to prove it. Here they: 
are: 

There is appropriated from the state 
treasury of Alabama $2,000,000 annual- 
ly for the common schools, That is all 
the money spent by the state for that 
purpose, ' 

Now the state of Georgia has this 
year spent $2,863,459.95 on the schools, 
which it will be seen is nearly a mil- 
lion dollars more than Alabama. Of 
this $969,816.01, or a dividend of 40 per 
cent, was spent on this year’s account 

n the balance due from last year a 
total of $1,893,643.94 has been expended. 
These figures ‘would ind#cate that 
Georgia spends much more proportion- 
ately on her schools than does Alabama 
and teachers would have little to gain’ 
by changing from one state to the} 
other.

Since the 
campaign of last November they seem 
to have disappeared. from the tace of 
the earth. {t seems but yesterday 
that the air was rent with cries that 
something, almost anything, must be 
done for the common people. The Con- 
gressional Record was bursting with 

Apathy for the tribe. Now, how- 
ever, the praises of the common peo- 
ple are left unsung. 

If we are to lose the common people 
in this mysterious way life will be des- 
olate, indeed. Wondermer as to just 
where the common peor could be 
found, the stuff of whic. they were 
made, and their employmenc and hab- 
its, always acted as a mental stimu- 
lant. If we are now forced to ad- 
mit that there are no common people 
and that the term was invented by 
politicians as a false ideal to which in- 
cense might be offered, it will leave 
us with a sense of irreparable logs. 

As a matter of fact there nevor was 
a greater piece of buncombe than the 
serupelan for the common people. 
There {s no class of people to which 
the term can be truthfully applied. If 
the word “common” is to be defined 
as meaning “inferior” or-“low birth or 
origin,” it is an insult to the nation’s 
greatest principle—that all men are 
born free and equal. 

The same reformers who speak most 
frequently of the common people are 
accustomed to denounce the gunmen 
and toughs who infest the tenderloin 
in most of the large cities and who de- 
bauch the_ ballots. Yet these men 
are about the only ones who with jus- 
tice, can be referred to as common. 

A large majority of the people of 
the United States are persons of mod- 
erate means, who live comfortably and 
in happiness, except in such times as 
reformers annoy them with thelr cries 
of anguish. Neither these persons of 
moderate means, nor the poorer people, 
can be called common, except as the 
word applies to all mankind. The 
common people are not a class or a

It is the inability of the rich to un- 
derstand the poor—and the inability of 
the poor to understand the rich—that 
is the root of all industrial conflict.

Those who bear the burden and the 
heat of the day deserve the considera- 
tion due to the vital forces underlying 
our great eeonomic prosperity and our 
future progress. Fhose of us who have 
often seen the day when it was uncer- 
tain where the next meal would come 
from know what “the struggle for ex- 
istence”’ means; the sense of isolation 
in the face of the great powerful! forces 
of the successful world; to be poor and 
yet to wander through miles of streets 
filled with opulent homes; to see ab- 
solutely no bridge crossing the seem- 
ingly impassable gap frem ignorance 
and poverty to intelligence and wealth; 
to begin to feel as if one were in an 
inferior class whose interests were all 
arrayed ip hostility against those who 
possess ‘tthe comforts and luxuries of 
ife; and then to develop somewhat of 
the bitterness of those who have not 
against those who have. It is difficult 
to see all sides of a-case when one is 
“down and out”yit is human to think 
that the lack of success is not in our- 
selves but in others, not in the want of 
common sense, Industry, sobriety, and 
skill, but in the greed and merciless- 
ness of those who care only for the 
value of the service rendered.

Under the new chief more attention Is 
paid to weather reports and forecasts, 
as they affect or are likely to affect 
agriculture and general farming con- 
d{tions throughout the country. Pro- 
fessor Marvin is the inventor of many 
instruments used by the bureau. He

The Busiest Railroad Station. 
(From The Indianapolis News.) 


Boston, although onty fourth in rank 
among the largest cities in the United 
States, stands first in possessing the 
busiest railroad station. For years Old 
South station has led the country in 
the volume of traffic. It exceeds, even 
now, the Grand Central terminal in 
New York, although the latter is of 
greater size. According to figures 
compiled in the executive offices of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad company, the South station 
handles more trains, more ersons, 
more baggage and more mail on a 
daily average than does the Grand 
Central terminal in New York or any 
other station in Amertiaa. 

More than fifty million passengers, 
which »s more than half the population 
of the United States, pass through 
these two stations in a single year. 
The figures compiled for the year end- 
ed June 80, 1918, show that 28,347,399 
passengers were handled at the South 
station during the year and 22,406,295 
passed through the Grand Central 
terminaL The South station’ handles 
71,664 persons daily, while 61,379 per- 
sons use the Grand Central terminal 
each day. 5 

The South station handles 848 trains 
in a day. The number handled at the 
Grand Central in the same period is 
450. In the rush hours at the South 
station ninety-one trains leave in sixty 
minutes, which is more than twice the 
number operated from the Grand Cen- 
tral. The new Grand Central terminal 
has hardly begun to do the business 
for which it was designed. Approxi- 
mately sixty-two thousand persons are 
using the station daily now. When 
completed it will have a capacity of 
seventy thousand persons in one hour. 
Twenty-one tracks have still to be 
completed at the Grand Central.
